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REMARKS

Applicants deposited the hybridoma clones JTT-1 and JTT-2 with the international 
depository authority, National Institute of Bioscience and Human-Technology, Agency of 
Industrial Science and Technology, Ministry of International Trade and Industry, Japan (1-1-3, 
Higashi, Tsukuba-shi, Ibaraki, Japan) on October 1 1 7 1996. These clones are assigned 
international Accession Nos. FERM BP-57Q7 and FERM BP-5708, respectively. 

The National Institute of Bioscience and Human-Technology has accepted the deposits 
under the provisions of the Budapest Treaty for the Deposit of Microorganisms, i.e., they will be 
stored with all the care necessary to keep them viable and uncontaminated for a period of at least 
thirty (30) years from the date of deposit, or five years after the most recent request for a sample 
of the deposits, whichever is longer. 

Applicants acknowledge the duty to replace the deposits should the deposi tory be unable 
to furnish a viable sample when requested. 

All restrictions on the availability to the public of the subject hybridoma deposits will be 
irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent on the present application. The material will 
be available during the pendency of the patent application to one determined by the 
Commissioner to be entitled thereto under 37 CFR § 1. 14 and 35 US.C. § 1.22.
